Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
' conditions and requirements of this title. 

the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter because Applicant did 
not amend the claim, as suggested by the Examiner (see previous Office action). 

Claim 5 claims "a computer-readable medium" embodying functional descriptive 
material (i.e., "When functional descriptive material is recorded on some computer- 
readable medium it becomes structurally and functionally interrelated to the medium 
and will be statutory in most cases since use of technology permits the function of the 
descriptive material to be realized"). However, in this instant , "a computer-readable 
medium" is not defined and is thus non-statutory for that reason (see USPTO Notice:22 
November 2005; Interim Guidelines for Examination of Patent Applications for Patent 
Subject matter Eligibility; Annex IV - Computer-related Non-Statutory Subject Matter).
